May we v oice these thanks with 
something of the humility and dev otion that mov ­ 
ed the Pilgrims, kneeling amid their ragged corn 
stalks at Plymouth. 


“ NO BUSINESS IS ABOVE 
GOVERNMENT” 
A contributor in this issue contends that Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt was speaking of manufacturers 
who refused to produce war materials in case of 
dire need when he said “ No business is abov e gov ­ 
ernment” . 
The same contributor says that we 
are thick-headed or we would understand this. 
We would ask the contributor what the Presi­ 
dent meant, after his second election, 
before 
there were any signs of war, when he said “ busi­ 
ness has met its master” ? 
We would ask the contributor what the Presi­ 
dent meant when he told certain Congressmen 
to pass certain laws and not let their doubts as 
to constitutionality prev ent the passage? 
We would ask the contributor what the Presi­ 
dent means by hav ing the Wagner law prev ent 
an employer from selecting his help on the basis 
of the man who will do the most for the reward ? 
When the Labor Board rules that it is unfair la­ 
bor practice for the Elkland Leather Company, 
Inc., Elkhart, Pa., to express their ideas on an 
open shop, as it did in their case? And when the 
President insists the law should not be repealed. 
When the President adv ocates a graduated tax 
on undistributed profits, is that not putting the 
gov ernment abov e business as to how the fruits 
of production shall be distributed? 
Is not ev ery one of these cases putting the 
gov ernment abov e the spontaneous, natural, God- 
giv en rights of man in peace times? 
Wh en Roosev elt’s v arious acts and words are 
taken into consideration, it seems that Roosev elt 
could not hav e meant anything else than that he 
was referring to all human God-giv en rights in 
peace times as well as war times, when he said 
No business is abov e gov ernment.” 
Any man who lov es a constitutional gov ern­ 
ment, who lov es eternal principles and believ es 
that we are coming to the totalitarian state by 
the policies of making gov ernment abov e the 
indiv idual cannot sit idly by without crying out 
in protest against this drift away from the in­ 
herent rights of man unless he himself believ es 
m putting the gov ernment abov e man.

He will not 
pay labor enough to keep the efficient, honest, in­ 
telligent worker, and thus could not long keep 
them. 
It is true that people could inherit wealth and 
still be real selfish, but no man can ev er be­ 
come rich in free enterprise, who is really selfish 
and wants to appropriate a large amount of this 
world s wealth to his own enjoyment. 
The Most Dangerous Selfishness 
What the great mass of people do not under­ 
stand is the people who are really the most self 
ish or those who want a lot of unearned esteem 
and respect. These are the people who lov e power, 
no matter how much harm it does to their fellow- 
man. 
They are willing to spread cov etousness, 
hate and env y against the real benefactors of 
mankind—the man who more rapidly reduces the 
cost of liv ing than other people—in order to make 
a place for themselv es and make themselv es ap­ 
pear important. 
These are the people who will 
not discuss questions before an intelligent inquir­ 
er with a stenographer present. 
They will not 
answer questions. They will write books and col­ 
umns in newspapers and editorials and giv e lec­ 
tures and teach Sunday school classes and preach 
sermons, but they will not explain how their 
schemes to reduce suffering and pov erty will work 
out. 
It w'as these kinds of people to whom J esus re­ 
ferred when he talked about the hypocrites and 
those praying in public. It is these kinds of peo­ 
ple now who hav e caused laws to be passed who 
are causing the worst and longest depression in 
our history. 
These are the real selfish people. 
These are the enemies of society, not the rich who 
foolishly spend large sums of money on them­ 
selv es. 
These are relativ ely unimportant. What 
little they spend is a drop in the bucket. 
The 
worst enemies of mankind are the men who will 
not answer questions—with a stenographer pres­ 
ent-concerning what they adv ocate the gov ern­ 
ment .should do to improv e the lot of the poor. 
They dare not answer questions because they 
would admit their contradictions. 
If there is anything we need to understand, it 
is who is really selfish.

BAR GAINING POWER 


All the theorists who would rev ise God’s laws 
and hav e some gov ernment agent or some labor 
union racketeer interfere with free bargains be­ 
tween employer and employe, inv ariably contend 
that the employe does not hav e equal bargaining 
power with the employer. 
In the first place, there is no power on either 
side of a real bargain. 
A real bargain is a v ol­ 
untary agreement, not subject to pressure from 
without in any way. 
Of course, Old-Mother-Na- 
ture, intended ev eryone to work in order to liv e, 
so that ev entually both capitalist and employer 
constantly must do things that will benefit his 
fellowman in order to surv iv e. 
While it is true that occasionally the worker 
has to accept for a few hours, or a few days, a 
job at less than he could get working some place 
else, the minute he has a better reward from 
any other trader or buyer of labor in the world, 
he changes. 
So there is not much chance for 
any so-called “ bad bargain” for any length of 
time. 
And on the other hand, if an employer has a 
reputation of trying to take adv antage bf his em­ 
ployes, his labor costs will be more in the long 
run because of his constant changing of associates, 
so be will lose in the long run if he tries to hire 
men for less than others will pay. 
Of course, the man who has a cow or a sav ­ 
ings, loses, if he does not hav e them taken care 
of, just the same as a man loses the fruits of his 
faculties if he does not labor. 
Both are losers 
by trying to driv e a forced, or adv antageous bar­ 
gain, 
Any attempted force on either side causes 
unemployment and not only harms the two people 
—the employer and the employe—but harms ev ery 
consumer in the world.

agreement among scientists per­ 
mits him to talk as if he were a 
truthseeker and willing to agree; 
but that is because the contin­ 
gent and tentativ e character of 
scientific knowledge so perfectly 
fits the egoism* the indiv idualism, 
the 
libertinism, of 
the modern 
mind. 
Democracy Most Perfect Form 
The greater necessity and final­ 
ity of truth in philosophy and re­ 
ligion oblige a mind in ways it 
will not suffer. On fundamental 
questions, which 
means all the 
questions beyond the scope of sci­ 
ence, he wishes to keep a thor­ 
oughly open m i n d forev er; he 
wishes neither to be conv inced of 
anything nor to conv ince anyone. 
Hence he would not participate in 
a conference which required ev ery­ 
one to agree upon the fundamental 
questions to be 
answered, and 
measured its success by the degree 
to which such answers were com 
monly achiev ed as a result of the 
most patient discussion. 
I hav e so far pointed out the 
significance of this conference for 
the state of our culture, and the 
doom it forebodes. In conclusion, 
I wish to indicate briefly the 
bearing of my analysis upon the 
crisis of democracy. Let me say 
at once that I hold democracy to 
be the greatest political good, the 
most perfect form of political com­ 
munity; and I hold this not as a 
matter of fine feeling or local opjn 
ion, but because I think it is 
conclusion which can be demon­ 
strated in terms of the truths of 
moral 
and 
political 
philosophy. 
Now, what can 
positiv ists .say 
about such a demonstration. Ob 
v iously, they must repudiate it. 
Outside the sphere of science noth­ 
ing can be demonstrated, and the 
proposition that democracy is the 
best political order certainly lies 
outside the 
sphere 
of 
science. 
What is neither self-ev ident nor 
aemonstrable must be an opinion, 
which attracts or repels us emo^ 
tionally. Anyone who denies that 
philosophy is knowledge denies, of 
course, the self-ev ident of moral 
principles and the v alidity of mor- 
el demonstrations. Hence the pro­ 
fessors can be for democracy only 
because they like it not because 
they know it is right They talk a 
great deel about natural rights 
and the dignity of man. hut this is 
loose and irresponsible 
t al k in 
which they lightly indulge because 


timentally attached 
can not be 
demonstrably approv ed, for theirs 
is an essentially false conception. 
The social order they would like 
to preserv e is the anarchic indi­ 
v idualism, the corrupt liberalism, 
which is the most v icious carica­ 
ture of democracy. Objecting to 
any inequalities in v alue, objecting 
to any infringement of absolute 
indiv idual liberty by loyalties and 
obligations to superior goods, they 
want a democracy without hier­ 
archy and without authority. In 
short, they want chaos, not order, 
a society in which ev eryone will 
be as free as if he liv ed alone, a 
community in which common bonds 
will not bind the indiv idual at all. 
Ev en when they speak enthusias­ 
tically about this false ideal, the 
professors seldom claim that they 
hav e rational grounds for its de­ 
fense. The v ery fact that they so 
frequently refer to democracy, not 
as gov ernment or as a political 
order, but as a way of life, re­ 
v eals them as exponents of a false 
religion. This religion of democ­ 
racy is no better than the religion 
of Fascism. One is the idolatry 
of indiv idual liberty as the other 
it the worship of collectiv e might. 
One of the greatest achiev e­ 
ments of the modern world is the 
discov efy of the moral and politi­ 
cal reasons 
for the democratic 
ideal, as well as actual experimen­ 
tation in the field of democratic 
processes. But though it be in this 
sense a child of modern times 
democracy will not be 
f u l l y 
achiev ed until modern culture is 
radically reformed. Science con­ 
tributes 
nothing whatsoev er to 
the understanding of democracy 
Without the truths of philosophy 
and religion, democracy has no 
rational foundation. 
In America 
at present it is at best a cult, a 
local prejudice, a traditional per­ 
suasion. Today tt is challenged by 
other cults which seem to hav e 
more might, and no less right so 
far as American ability to defend 
democracy rationally is concerned 
For all these reasons I say we 
hav e more to fear from our pro­ 
fessors than from Hitler, it is 
they who hav e made American 
education what it is, both in con­ 
tent and method: in content, an 
indoctrination of positiv ism and 
naturalism; in method, an exhibi­ 
tion of 
anarchic 
indiv idualism 
masquerading as the democratic 
manner. Whether Hitler wins or 
not, the culture which is formed
